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THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE. 



There are few business men who find either 
time or inclination for the study of Niitional 
Histories, and those are f^till more rare who 
discover an interest in the chronicles of any 
locality other than that in which their ener- 
gies center. 

On the other hand none can be found who 
are indifferent to such facts in relation to any 
Important community as shnll more clearly 
convey an idea of its industries and resources, 
why it prospers ami develops in certain direc- 
tions, and what claims it has to commercial 
distinction. 

For such this work was designed, and to 
such it is dedicated. 

Intended especially to convey information 
conceminff Providence to those unfamiliar 
with iu clmractcrlstics this work will pro- 
bably contain little not already patent to every 
intelligent dweller in this city, but will excite 
attention and will prove most useful the 
further it circulates from the subject of its 
tlieme. 

To the present, therefore, more than to the 
past, we devote this sketch ; our business is 
with living men and their daily occupations, 
enterprises and successes: what they are 
doing for themselves and others in commerce, 
trade, manufactures, finances, or by indi- 
vidual talent in the arts, sciences and pro- 
fessions. 

To the past, however, we are not oblivious ; 
and if only for the sake of comparison there 
are some salient points of hiMtoric interest re- 
lating to Providence that should be in posses* 
sion of every well-informed reader. 

There seems to be convincing evidence that 
the Northmen, who visited the North Ameri- 
can coast in the tenth and eleventh centuries, 
and planted their colonies there, explored the 
waters of Narragansett Bay and established 
one of those colonies on A(^uidneck (or Rhode) 
Island, near the present site of Newport, and 
that the Vinland of which they speak so often 
was that island. It is the belief of many anti- 
quarians that the round stone tower at New- 
port, which now forms so picturesque a iniin, 
was built by these colonists, and the inscrip- 
tions on Dighton Rock, in Taunton River, are 
also said to be Icelandic or Norse runes. In 
1554, Verazzano visited Narraffansett Bay and 
remained there about two weeks trading with 



the Indians who were then very numerous. 
The founder of the present city of Providence 
and State of Rhode Island, was Roger 
Williams, an eminent English clergyman and 
scholar, who emigrated to the Ma.<^achusett8 
Bay Colony, and became pastor of tlie church 
at Salem. A vigorous and original thinker, 
of logical mind, and great moral courage, he 
soon startled the leading ministers, who were 
the ruling spirits of that colony, by the avowal 
of his doubts, (which soon ripened into dis- 
belief.) of the propriety of infant baptism, 
and his conviction that immersion was the 
only sctlptural mode of baptism. He had 
come to tnese conclusions by no instruction 
from others, but solely by his own investiga- 
tions and logical reasoning. When calleato 
account by the ministers and magistrates for 
these departures fi-om their faith, he boldly 
enunciated a doctrine which seemed to them 
more heretical and pestilential than those he 
had previously avowed ; it was this: that the 
civil power had no authority to bind men to 
the belief or maintenance of any religious 
doctrine — that the human conscience in all 
these matters was responsible to God alone; 
and while he admittea the ri^ht of the civil 
magistrates to punish any violations of the 
moral code, he contented earnestly for "soul- 
liberty." These doctrines were deemed by 
the clergy and civil magistrates subversive of 
all the purposes for which they had left their 
native land ; they had come to escape perse- 
cution and to maintain their *own religious 
views, not to establish a place of refuge for 
others who differed from the dominant party 
in England ; and they would not hear anything 
in favor of Mr. Vvilliams's views. Tliey 
labored very earnestly with him to induce 
himtoffive up these doctrines, which they 
regarded as heretical, but findin|c him fixed 
inliis opinions they notified him in the winter 
of 1635-6, to leave the colony within six 
weeks, under penalty of being sent to England 
by the first vessel. He left Salem, and pTung- 
ed into the wilderness in what is now Bristol 
County, Mass., and after six weeks of extreme 
hardship eventually camei in the early Spring 
of 1636, in a canoe, to the present site of 
Providence, and was greeted on landing by 
an Indian with the words, '* What Cheer 
O wannux P " the last being the Indian word for 
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*' Englishman/' He pitched bis tent at this 
point, where he was presently joined bv others 
who like himself had been banished for their 
religious belief. He founded the town of 
Providence, giving it that name in aclinow- 
ledgment of •* God's go d providence in 
dirpcting him thither;" and wiien, two yearfe 
later, his friend William CoddingU)Q, followed 
him into the wilderness, be advised him to 
purchase from the Indians tbe island of 
Aquetnuic, or Rhode Island, and start another 
colony there. The towns of Providence, New- 
port, Portsmouth, and Warwick, remained 
indepemlent of each other, though in most 
friendly accord, until 1647, (though Newport 
and Portsmouth were united under the 
government of Mr. Coddington.) when the 
four towns united under a patent or charter 
granted by parliament, in 1643. In 1651. for 
some reason. Providence and Warwick sepa- 
rated from the other two and had a govern- 
ment of their own for three years, when they 
united, and were, from 1654 to 1657, under 
the presidency of Roger Williams-, who was 
succeeded by Benedict Arnold, subsequently, 
for ten years in all, governor of the colony. 
In 1663, John Clarke, aided by Roger 
Williams, obtained from Charles II., a re- 
markably lil)eral charter, under which the 
colony and State were governed for 179 years. 
Williams and his friends and coadjutors 
carried out consistently their principles of 
religions and civil liberty, and the young 
colony, notwithstanding the jealousies of its 
neighbors, grew rapidly. From Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and New York num- 
bers came to this colony to find shelter from 
persecution and intolerance; and it is not 
greatly to the credit of the Mas'^achusetts 
Bay Colony, (Plymouth was more just) that, 
notwithstanding Williams' great services to 
that colony in mediating between it and the 
Indian^', and repeatedly preventing Indian 
raids and massacres, it never revei*sed or 
repealed its sentence of banishment. The 

freat Indian war of 1675, from which Rhode 
aland suffered severely, might have been 
averted had the counsels of the Rhode Island 
leaders been heeded. As It was, it cost the 
colony largely in blood and treasure and ter- 
minated only by the death of Phillip of 
Pokanoket oq Rhode Island soil. Rhode 
Island was not even consulted or informed of 
the great battle in the *' Narragansett coun- 
try "on her own soil in December 1675, in 
which 1000 Indians perished or were captured, 
300 of them being burned to death by the 
setting of their cimp on fire by the cofonial 
troops. In January, 1686, Sir Ektmund 
Andros suspended the charter of the colony 
and made Rhode Island a country of his ex- 
tensive domain; but in February, 1689, 
Andros having been deposed, the colony was 
reorganized under the charter For the next 
BO or 90 years the colony grew into promi- 
nence for Its commerce and naval importance. 
In the wars between Great Britain and 
France, the little colony was particularly 
active. In 1756 she bad fifty privateers at 
sea, manned by about 1,500 men, which fact 



evidences quite a chang|e in the minds of the 
inhabitants, from the principles laid down by 
the original settlers. In the war of the Re- 
volution her citizens were active and promi- 
nent both on sea and land. Commodore 
Hopkins. Paul Jones, the most daring of 
naval heroes, and Commodores Whipple and 
Talbot, »is well as many of their crews, were 
Rhode Islanders. Gen. Nathan ael Green, 
one of the most conspicuous names among 
the heroes of the Revolution, was a Rhode 
Islander and commanded Rhode Island 
troops during a part of his battles. The 
little State was in several particulars more 
prompt in her action in matters looking to 
independence of Great Britian than even 
Massacnusetts. which has usually boon sup- 
posed to have led in these matters. Newport 
was occupied and held by tfie British forces 
from December, 1776, to near the clo^e of 
1779, and in 1780 the Count de Rocham- 
beau of our French allies made it his head- 
quarters After the war, Newport for some 
vears contended successfully with B<«ton and 
New York for the commercial supremacy of 
the new republic. The state was the last of 
the thirteen to ratify the Constitution of the 
United sUUes. and delayed her admission to 
the Union till M:iy.29, 1790. In the war of 
18 r^ some of the best naval actions of the 
war were fought by Rhode Islanders. The 
battle qt Lake Erie, under the leadership of 
Commodore O. H. I*erry, was essentially a 
battle between Rhode Islanders and the 
British, the commodore, captains and most of 
the men being Rhode Islanders. The priva- 
teers of the State also won many victorio*. 
In the period subsequent to that war, the 
only noteworthy event in the State was what 
was known as the ** Dorr Rebellion.^' Re- 
peited efforts had been made for a number 
of years to replace the charter by a State 
constitution. One was framed in 1824 and 
rejected by the people. In 1841 a convention 
called the •* People's Convention " met and 
framed a constitution, whii'h was submitted 
to the people. Their action whs wholly 
irregular, .and the general assembly took no 
notice of their proceedings. The friends of 
the new constitution claimed that it was rati- 
fied by the people, and proceeded to organize 
a government under it, electing Thomas 
Wilson Dorr, governor. The general assem- 
bly ortlered a convention to be held in 
November, 1841, and this convention pre- 
pared a constitution which was r^'ectea by 
the people in March, 1S42. The general 
assembly and the regular Slate government 
wore, howe/er, elected, and a collision 
seemed inevitable. Mr. Dorr led his forces 
in person, but they were overpowered with- 
out bloodshed, and Dorr was compelled o 
fiee. After his flight, a new convention was 
called, and the constitution under which the 
State is now governed was prepared in 
Novsmber, 1842, ratified by the people, and 
went into operation in May, 1843. Mr. Dorr 
who had escaped first into Connecticut and 
afterwards into New Hampshire, voluntarily 
returned and g^ve himself up to the authon- 
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ties. He WHS tried 'for the crime of high 
treason, convicted, and on the 24th of June, 
1844, sentenced to imprisonment for life Ht 
hard labor. A few years convinced the 
statesmen of the state of the unwisdom of 
this action, and in 1851 Mr. Dorr was restored 
to his civil and political rights. At the com- 
mencement of the late civil war, the State 
sent off a body of troops for the defence of 
Wasliington. and the Governor (»f the State. 
the Hon. William Sprague, accompaniinl nnd 
commanded one of her regiments, while an- 
other of her citizens, the late General Ambrose 
E. Burnside, subsequently a governor of the 
State, and a United States senator, was one 
of the most distinguished ot the union gen- 
erals, and for a time the commander ot the 
Army of the Potomac. 

PROVIDENCE. 

A large amount of matter that has been 
collected and published with regard to the 
early history of this locality is doubtless 
highly interesting to those who by descent 
are naturally interested in the exploits of 
their forefathers. To the roider for whom 
this work is more especially intended, such 
details would prove, however, of but little 
interest. 

The primitive history of almost all com- 
munities in this country is marked by great 
simihirity, and may be divided into regular 
progressive stages, somewhat as follows: 

First, a friendly treaty with the Indians. 
Second, the erection of a saw-mill or other 
primitive structure, and the settlement of a 
few squatters. The start is now made, and 
by natural sequence the population grows; a 
6elK>ol-house, and perhaps a church, rises in 
the midst of the clearing. A tavern affords 
equivocal repose lor travelers, Hnd, in the 
evenings, on its generous porch, the villagers 
gather to discuss the Important themes of 
their little world. Then comes a post-ofiice, 
a newspaper, a court-house, a charter and 
taxes, and finally water works, g!islights. 
good roads, paved streets, and in brief all 
the luxuries and privileges of civilization. 

Of all .he impIementH, the saw alone may 
be rightly called a scepter of American civi- 
lizition. Ttie saw means comfortable habitv 
lions, convenient household furnishing, board 
walkis, fences, etc. ; in short, the advent of the 
saw is the signal for the exit of barbarism. 

Providence, in 1681 was the modt compact 
settlement in the colony, and contained some 
thousand souls, but for the next one hundred 
years it did not grow with as much rapidity 
as Newport, tor in 1790, the latter city had 
6,716 inhabitants, and Providence, but 6,380. 

EUrly in the year 1683, at the ripe age of 
eighty-four, Roger Williams was gathered to 
his lathers. Precisely, how and when his 
d"ath occurred is not known. He was buried 
in a spot said to have been selected by him- 
self in What Cheer, not far from the place 
where he first landed on Rhode Island shores. 
At the head of his grave an apple tree stood 
lor many years. Not long ago, when the 
grave was opened, the roots of this tree were 



found to have passed through the space the 
body is supposed to have occupfen. From 
the main root, smaller branches had followed 
the course of the arms and legs. This singu- 
lar specimen is still preserved, and may be 
seen in the Museum of Brown University. 
Arnold thus sums up the character of this 
" Christian Stitesman^^ ** He suffered more 
than most men fr'om the slanders of those 
who should have been his friends, as well as 

from the oppression of enemies 

But posterity has rendered justice to his 
memory, and the founder of Rhode Island, 
the great champion ot intellectual liberty, has 
outlived the efforts of his detractors. The 
leadin'sr peculiarities of his mind may be 
briefly sketched. A firmness, amount<nz in 
some cases perhaps to obstinacy, enabled him 
to suffer hardshios, rarely if ever surpassed 
by those of any exile for opinion's sake. His 
generosity amounted to ptodij^ality; for after 
havine purchased of the Indians all the lands 
around his new plantations with his own 
money, he divided them equally among those 
who followed him. His charity was an active 
principie, that led him to brave all peril to 
efiect good to the natives, or to reconcile feuds 
among his fellow citizens. Of his forgiving 
spirit, his conduct towards the neighboring 
colonies furnishes ample evidence He har- 
bored no feelings of revenge for iniuries re- 
ceived, but pitied the weakness, or lamented 
the delusion wheuce they arose. His consis- 
tency and love of truth are alike apparent in 
his controversy with the Quakers at Newport, 
which has been so much misrepresented ; yet 
he would have laid down his life rather than 
have a hair of their heads injured on account 
of their doctrinal views, llis industry was 
unwearie<t; he valued time and he well im- 
proved it. * One grain of Its inestimable 
sand,' said he, * is worth a golden mountain.' 
His faults were those of an ardent mind, 
sometimes hasty, ever slow to yield; but 
these are few beside his exalted virtues. He 
was a varied scholar, a pi*ofound philosopher, 
a pr.ictical Christian, a true philanthropist. — 
one whose deep knowledge of men, and 
whose acute perception of principles as dis- 
pla:,ed in the foundation of an American Stite, 
entitle him to the rank, which posterity has 
bestowed, among the fair-sighted statesmen 
of his age— one who, were it his only praise 
to have t>een the first of modern legislators to 
embody tlie principles of universal toleration 
in the constitution of a State, would, by this 
act alone, secure a niche, in the temple of 
fame, and cause his name to be handed down 
through all future time as the great Apostle 
of Religious Freedom.*' 

It Is a matter of lasting regret that no por- 
trait of Roger Williams exists. Probably 
none was ever painted. Historians, in the 
descriptions of nim, although acknowledg- 
ing the influence of his personal presence. 
Suite ignore his personal 'appearance. Un- 
oubtedly the grandeur of his character and 
actions quite overshadowed it. The statue of 
him in the Old Representatives' Hall at 
Washington—the first statue presented by any 
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state t«> the nation— is a purely ideal one. 
In the early years of Providence there was 
rt sheet of water called the Mile-end Cove, 
between Fox Point and Wickenden street. 
This 1ms been filled up for many years. 
Within the last century the tide flowed over 
Westminster street and all north of it At 
the head of long wharf was a round hil! 
which was then an island. The first vessel 
which sailed from Providence to the West 
Indies was loaded at a wharf a little we^t of 
the canal market. Large vessels used to lie 
at wharfs adjoining the present Smith street 
bridge. There was a draw in the great bridge, 
which was fifty or sixty fe<»t longei than it 
now is. Two highways originally led from 
Moshassnck to the Seek on k River,— one 
where Power ntreet now is and the other at 
Moetinif street. Before the year 1770 very 
little attention was given to the subject of 
education. Some small schools were kept 
soon after that time, having about a dozen 
scholars each. The text books in them were 
the bible, spelling-book and primer. One 
was tiught for the special benefit of church 
scholars, and was partly or entirely supported 
by Kngland. There was also some ** dames' 
schools." ** When one had learned to rejid, 
write and do % sum in the rule of three, he 
was fit for business." About 1770, the first 
school-house was built, through the exertions 
of Dr. Jonathan Arnold. It was situated 
near the north end of Benefit street, and was 
called Whipple Hall. 

The customs and lashions of Providence in 
those days wore necessarily plain and simple. 
Durability in the materials of dress was con- 
sulted rather than beauty. Men generallv 
wore breeches of wash-leather; laborers of afl 
kinds wore leather aprons ; tho«e whose aspi- 
rations and means were equal to it, wore 
clothes of £nglish manufacture, but made in 
the plainest of styles. Most of the cloth used 
in the settlement was madp by those who 
used it. Occasionally one with an inordinate 

Eassion for dress would appear in a co«!ked 
af , or a powdered wig. Women made neigh- 
borly c^lls. dressed in a striped loose-gown, 
a checkered apron, a handkerchief folded over 
the shoulders and across the bosom, and a 
sun-bonnet upon the head. The more opulent 
among them wore silk gowns, or calico ones, 
long ruffles at the wrist and a lawn apron in 
place of the common check. 

The machinery used was of the simplest 
kind. Furniture was vorv plain, and hard, or- 
namental woods but little used. Chairs and 
tiibles were straight and smooth, without 
paint or polish, and kept white by constant 
scouring. China and glass were almost un- 
known, and tht few crockery dishes In use 
were of the coarsest. Most of the dishes made 
of pewter or wood, and often a family did not 
possess enough of these to allow each person 
one. 

The first coach in town was owned by Mr. 
Merritt, an Englishman. Its advent apon the 
street created as much excitement as the 
street parade of a circus does now. Windows 
and doors weie fall of ezcit 3d faces watching 



the passage of the wonderful object. Cf>l. 
William Brown kept a vehicle which he 
called a ** curricle," in which he would take 
an occasional passenger to Boston. The round 
trip occupied three days. Thomas Sabin, in 
1767, advertised that a stage would *' start 
every Tuesday morning from the honse of 
Richard OIney. inn- holder, to carry travelers 
to Boston on the most expeditious and cheap 
rate." The coach returned on Thursday. 
OIney's inn was nearly opposite the Court 
House parade on North Main street. The 
owners of stageausei! occasionally to give no- 
tice a week or ten days beforehand, that on a 
certain day, if sufticient encouragement were 
given, they would start for Boston. The ob- 
ject of this long notice was. that passenge': 
mi^ht settle their worldly affairs and make 
their wills, preparatory to entering upon such 
a perilous undertaking. In 178H a sta^e ran 
twice a week to Boston, and it was possible to 
look with calmness upon a man who had been 
to New York. In 1763 a line of two boats be- 
gan to ply between Providence and Newport 
twice a week, and oftener if the number of 
passengers and amount of freight warranted 
it. The line of packets which soon after be- 
gan to ply between Providence and New York 
were said '*not to be surpassed in speed and 
accommodation by any in the world." In 
1820 the New London turnpike was built, and 
a line of stages put upon it connected with 
steamboats t<) New Yfirk from New London. 

On the third of June, 1769, a transit 
of Venus occurred. Great interest in 
this phenomenon was shown in Providence* 
and no expense was spared in securing all the 
instruments necessary for observing it. A 
temporary obsei'vatory was erected upon a 
oros4 street, about one hundred feet east of 
Benefit. The street has ever since borne the 
name of Transit street Dr. West published 
an account of the observation, which com- 
pares most favorably in point of accuracy with 
those published in Europe. 

The winter of 1779-80 was one of unprece- 
dented severity. «nd is the historical •* cold 
winter." Providence harbor was closed by 
the ice as early as November, and continued 
so two months. The island of Rhode Island 
became practically a part of the main land, 
beaten paihs over the ice loading to it from 
Providence, East Greenwich and Wickford. 
The ground was covered with snow the whole 
time, but its depth was not sufficient to inter- 
fere macerially with travel. 

The ecclesiastical history of Providence be* 
gan with the founding of the First Baptist 
Church, in 1639. The hrst settlers wcr^ mem- 
bers of the Plymouth and MassachuseittB 
churches. These organizations possessed a 
Congregational govern raent, were mod'Tately 
Calvinisiic in doctrine, and held to infant 
baptism. From the beginning of the settle* 
ment, meetings for public worship >^ere held 
with regularity and frequency, and the ser- 
vice was conducted either by Mr. Williams or 
Mr. James, both of whom were ordained 
ministers. In March, 1639, active steps were 
taken to organize a church. Before this they 
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bnd denied the doctrine of infant baptism, and 
Mr. Holyman, a layman, had baptized Mr. 
Williams by immersion, after whii-b Mr. 
Williams baptized Mr. Holyman in the same 
manner. By this act they disowned the 
churches of which they had been members, 
and were therefore excommunicated by them. 
They formed a churcht and called Mr. Wil- 
liams to the pastorate of it. This was the 
commencement ot the First Baptist Church, 
the oldest organization of its kind in the 
oountrv. 

In the colonial days the commerce of Prov- 
idence, although not so large as that of Now- 
port, was still very considerable. As early 
as 17r>8 the town cirried on a large trade with 
the West Indies, and in a report made to the 
Board of Trade in that year, it was said that 
in the twenty yeai*s preceding, its shipping had 
increased four-folci. Many subsequent re- 
ports show a ccmtinucd and stendy increase. 
The war of the Revolution interfered greatly 
with the trade of this port, but did not para- 
lyze it so completely as it did the commerce of 
Newport. 

In 1776, after Commodore Hopkins had 
made his famous expedition to New Provi- 
dence, his ttuet made a rendezvous at Provi- 
dence, but never left the port again in com- 
pany to engage in anv naval enterprise. Two 
armed vessels, the ** Warren " and the ** Prov- 
idence,^ were built here under the authority 
of the Continental Ccm^ress. Commodore 
Hopkins found great difliculty in procuring 
sailors for the new vessels, as the privateers 
which then frequented the harbors of the bay, 
offered much more advamtageous terms. Both 
the privateera and the government vessels had 
eitber to 6ght Iheir way through the British 
fleet stationed at the mouth of the bay or to 
elude the enemy by speed or strategy. As all the 
avenues to peaceful trade were closed to the 
Providence sailors, they engaged extensively 
in privateering, and were generally success- 
Jul in eluding the British cruisers which 
swarmed on the coast, and in making prizes 
of merchantmen, transports, and small ves- 
sels of war. 

After the close of the Revolutionary War 
the foreign trade, having been quickly re- 
sumed, began slowly to increase, though 
tmder great disadvantages. While the 
American states were independent of Great 
Britain, they had not as yet perfected 
annion among themselves; each was an in- 
dependent commonwealth, exercising all the 
functions of a sovereign state. In its sover- 
eign capacity each state immediately pro- 
ceeded to levv duUes upon all merchan- 
dise imported from other states. The records 
of the Providence Custom House from the 
year 1785 to the year 1789, present some inter- 
esting figures in this connection, in those 
years the minority of the arrivals were from 
potts in other American states. Quite a large 
number came from the West Indies, and occa- 
sionally a vessel sailed into the harbor from 
BOQte European port. An import duty of 3.5 
per oent was collected on all goods imported 
from the West Indies, or from abroad, and on 



manufactured articles from the other states. 
Counti-y produce, flour, lumber, oil, fish, and 
all kinds of raw material from American ports 
were admitted free of duty. The duties were 
estimated and paid in pounds, shitlintrs and 
pence. Sometime in the year 1787 the rate 
was increased to 5 per cent. A large amount 
of merchandise' was brought from Boston by 
** land transportation " in those years. This 
business was nearly all carried on by Dexter 
Brown and Moses Guild. From the records 
they seem to have made one trip per week 
each. The first importation of cotton to Prov- 
idence of which record has been found, was a 
bag of ninety pounds of ** cotton wool," 
brought by the sloop ** Fox," May, 1785. from 
" Hyspaniola." to Thr»s. L. Halsey. At the 
beginning of the year 1790 there were owned 
in Providence. '* 110 sail of 10 590 tons, exclu- 
sive of river craft." The statement was then 
made, in a petition to Congress, that *' there 
is a greater number of ves<9els belonging to 
the port than to New York," and that »* it 
is a place of more navigation than any of its 
size in the Union." 

Rhode Island adopted the new Constitution 
of the United States in May, 1*90. An import 
•* act to provide more i-fiectually for the duties 
imposed by law on goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise importetl into the United States, and 
on the tonnage of ship^ or vessels.^* had 
passed through several stages in the United 
States Congress. By its provisions. Rhode 
Island was divided into the two customs di<»- 
tricts of Providence and Newport. The act 
was approved Aug. 4. 1790. The first entry 
recorded uuder its operation in the books of 
the Providence Custom House, is that of the 
sloop " Betsey," Willinm Young, master, from 
Port an Prince, with aoargoofsalt. molasses, 
sugar, coffee, and oil, on which the duties 
paid were 9344.45. Under this new condition 
of affairs, business increased rapidly, and the 
trade with the West Indies and Europe as- 
sumed greater proportions. 

During the year 1791, sixty-four vessels ar- 
rived from foreign ports, the duties on the 
cargoes of which amounted to nearly 880,000. 
Of these vessels, fifty-three were from ports in 
the West Indies, on«^ from Canton. China, one 
from Cape de Verde Islands, and the remain- 
d«^r from European ports. 

The war of 1812 seriously a^Tected the trade 
of Providence. During its continuance, the 
duties paid on merchandise imported in for- 
eign vessels largely exceedea the amount 
on goods imported in American ships. As a 
small compensation, some of the vessels cap- 
tured from the British by privateers were 
brought into this port. In the year 1813 
three prizes were entered ; the duties paid on 
their cargoes amounted to $28,137.49. In« 
1814 three more arrived, on which the duty 
was 912,495.66. In November, 1814, the pri- 
vate armed brig ** Scourge," Samuel Eames, 
master, returned from a cruise with seven- 
teen bales of raw silk, captured from the 
enemv, on which the duty amounted to 
$488.81. 

The great gale of 1815 wrought terrible 
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havoc in the town of Providence. The tide 
rose nearly ten feet higher than had ever been 
known before, and all bat two of the vessels 
in the harbor were driven fr ra their moor- 
ings. Only one bridge, the Weybosset, then 
connected the two sictes of the town. Against 
this the flying vessels were impelled with 
irresistible force. Vei7 quickly the bridge 
gave WHy, nhd ** vessels, lumber, buildings, 
and property of every description, in one 
crowded ma?8 were hurled with great velo- 
city up the Cove. Thirty-five vessels, includ- 
ing four ships, nine brigs, seven schooners, 
and fifteen sloops, have l^cn enumerated on 
its shores.*' The great ship ** Ganges," as it 
sped by the Washington Buildings, thrust its 
bowsprit into the rooms of the Washington 
Insuiance Company. Very many smaller 
vessels were dashed against the sides of this 
same building. All the cellars near the river 
were filled with water. In many cases the 
Inhabitants were compelled to leave their 
houses and to take refuge upon the hills. 
Everywhere chimneys were thrown down, 
outbuildings overturned, and fences demol- 
ished. It was estimated that the loss of pro- 
perty amounted to considerably over a million 
of dollars. Not for many a day was the 
damage repaired. Notwithstanding the im- 
mense losses the gale had caused, the energy 
of the merchants ot Providence soon repaired 
the damage done to its commerce, and in a 
very shoi*t time the trade was going on as 
prosperously as before. 

The first steamboat that ever sailed on the 
waters of the Providence river was one in- 
vented by Elisha Ormsbee, of Providence, in 
1792. It was run by an atmospheric engine, 
and attained the speed of four or &ve miles 
an hour. Alter a few trials the engine was 
taken out oi the boat and the attempt aban 
doned. The first steamer embodying the in- 
vention of Robert Fulton which wtis seen in 
Providence, was the **Fire Fly." She arrived 
here from New York, May 28, 1817. For 
four months the ** Fire Fly^' plied between 
Providence and New York, but owing to tjie 
competition and opposition ol the captains of 
the packets, was obliged to discontinue her 
trips. The next steamer to arrive was the 
•* Robert Fulton," in August. 1821. The year 
following the Rhode Island Steamboat Com- 
pany was organized, and immediately put on 
the route to New York two boats, the 
•* Robert Fulton*' and the *• Connecticut." 
These vessels continued to run for a number 
of years, new boats were added to the line; 
opposition lines were started, and much com- 
petition existed. 

When the first steamer came to Providence 
the only means of traveling or carrying 
merchandise on the water wiks by sailing 
vessel, and -the quickest way of traveling on 
land was in a staee- coach Between Pi*ovi- 
dence and New i ork a number of packets 
plied. They were sloop-rigged vessels, built 
with an eye to speed* and with accomnuKla- 
tions for passengers. The captjiins and 
owners of these vessels were much opposed to 
tbe'steamers, and uaed every means in their 



power to drive them out As we have seen, 
the firet steamer that appeai'cd at Providence 
was unable to compete with the packets, but 
this was owinir more to the clumsiness of her 
construction than any other cause. The 
triumph of the steamers was only a question 
of time. In those days, as now, a great deal 
of the travel and trade between Boston and 
New York passed through Providence. 

To accommodate this trade a large number 
of stages were run, making connections with 
the New York packets at Providence. These 
vehicles carried t)oth freight and passengers, 
and made the journey rapidly by means of 
rehiys of horses. When the sailing packets 
were suc<5eeded by the steamers, the business 
of the stages was largely increased- *• During 
the summer of 1829 there were 328 stage- 
coaches a week to and from Providence, not 
counting the local sUges running to points 
within a dozen miles of the city." Very ex- 
citing races often occurred between coaches of 
opposing lines when they happened to come 
together on the road. The arrival of a num- 
ber at once, as was usual, to connect wltli the 
New York boats vrna a daily event of great 
interest. It could not l>e otherwise, when 
the ten or twelve large coaches, each drawn 
by four horses, all filled with passengers, and 
their tops loaded with freight, came dashinn 
furiously down the street. In those days 
the ** wayside inns " flourished. At present 
we know them only through Longfellow^s 
poems, Dickens' novels, and other kindred 
sources. I^et us be content with that know- 
ledge, since both the stage-coach and the way- 
side inn, viewed through the vista of tMe past, 
appear more invHinfcthan they were in reality. 
The Boston and Providence Railroad was 
completed in 1835, and the death-blow there- 
by given to the general stage-coach business 
between the two cities. . 

Previous to the Revolution, Providence 
waa engaged in the whale-fishery to an extent 
almost equal to that of any port in Rhode 
Island. The war interfered with the busi- 
ness, but did not destroy it, as soon aftet the 
peace in the year 1785^ record is found of the 
arrival of six vessels from whaling voyages. 
The amount of oil these vessels brought was 
small, but with one or two exceptions thej 
also brought cargoes from the West Indies, 
and other foreign ports. From that tin>e very 
few vessels were fitted out until about the 
year 1820, when a slight revival of the busi- 
ness occurred. Between 1830 and 1840 a 
more marked revival took place, and in the 
year 1841 sevenships cleared from Providence 
on whaling voyages. For a number of years 
there were nine vessels licensed to en^^age in 
the whale-fishery belonging to Providence, 
but the number gradually diminished, mosS 
of the vessels being sold to New Bedford, and 
the remainder lost or burned at sea, until not 
one remained. The last whaler was the ship 
"Lion," which sailed July 17, 1864, for 
the Pacific Ocean, and was lost at sea N6v. 
30, ISbti. The ship *« South America," which 
cleared at Providence, Nov. 10, 1843, for the 
Northwest Coast, and arnved home March fi^ 
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1846, made the best whaling voyage on record 
up to that date. She had sent home 800 
barrels of whale oil, 100 barrels of sperm, 
36,000 pounds of bone, and had sold at Bahia, 
Brazil, 1000 barrels of whale oil. 

PROVIDENCE IN 1883. 

We are not so much given to enthosiasm as to 
comparison ; and having no reason financial, 
or bias mental, for describing this city other- 
wise than as it really strikes us, the reader 
may be more ready to respect onr views and 
give credence to oiir estimates and opinions. 

This statement may have been engendered 
by the thoaght, perhaps regret, that no comer 
lots or other real property in Providence conld 
be found recorded in our favor; at any rate, 
onr perceptions have not been dulled by the 
familiar contact of years, and, as a stranger 
in this community, seeking for facts and im- 
pressions, we shall perhaps come nearer the 
truth in describing It than one whose life has 
been spent on the spot, and whose fortunes 
depend intimately upon its prosperity. 

Providence, a port of entry, the second city 
in New England, the seat of justice of Provi- 
dence Co., and one of the capitals of the State 
of Rhode Island, is at the head of navigation 
on Narrai^nselt Bay, 35 milee from the 
ocean, about 178 miles N. £. from New 
York, and 44 S. S. W. of Boston, on one of 
the principal lines of railroad communication 
between those two cities; lat. 41^ 40^ ^' N., 
Ion. 7F 31' 48" W. Two small rivers, uniting 
in the center of the city, divide it into three 
portions, the East side, the West side, and the 
Tenth ward. The west side and the tenth 
ward cont:iin, each, about 6 square miles of 
territory, and the east side more than three, 
making 14.76 square miles within the limits 
of the city. The surfkce of Providence is very 
imeven, the east side rises in some places 
quite abruptly, to a height of o\ er 300 feet, 
and is generally considerably above tide- 
water: the west side is mostly an ex- 
tended sandy plain, its highest eleva- 
tion about 78 feet above the harbor; 
the tenth ward contains much farming 
land, with hills of considerable height, ana 
corresponding valleys. In the geographical 
centre of the city, forming the head-waters of 
Nan*agansett Bay, is the Cove, of an elliptical 
form, one mile in circumference, surrounded 
by a narrow park, more or less filled with 
snade trees, and though sadly neglected it is, 
in its capabilities, one of the roost attractive 
features of any city in this country. 

From almost any point of view Providence 
presents an appearance strikingly peculiar to 
Itself, whether the eye alights upon it from 
the bay, or whether it is submitted to more 
intimate inspection . 

One of the best places from which to ffet a 
view of the city is Prospect Terrace, a Tittle 
park near the summit of Prospect hill, on the 
east side of the river. From this point of 
view, the central portion of the citv,— where 
the business is mainly transacted, — in the 
neighborhcxxl of Westminster, Weybosset, and 
Dorrance streets, the railroad station and Ex- 
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ohanire Place, lies to the southward. The 
buildings of this section are mostly large 
blocks; red brick is the most common mate- 
rial seen. The principal buildin^^ of the city 
stand out in bold relief, the City Hall, the 
Butler Exchange, and the Narraganset Hotel, 
being the more prominent. To the southwest, 
almost directly at the foot of the hill, is the 
circular basin of the Cove, with its fringe of 
trees ; and beyond it, to the westward, the 
broad expanse of lowlands through which 
flows the Woonasquatncket River. On thes') 
lands a number of large manufacturing estab- 
lishments are located. Rising up on either 
side of these lowlands, are high sand-bluflfis. 
On the north side of the valley is Smithes 
Hill, and on the south is Federal Hill. 

To the southward of the Cove lies the most 
deniiely populated part of the city; spires of 
churches are seen shooting up here and there, 
huge school-houses thrust their solid walls 
upward from the hills, and a few monster 
gasometers, with the great domes that give 
such an oriental appearance to the landscape, 
Stan 4 out prominently against the quiet sky. 

The stately Rhode Island Hospital tells how 
well private benefactions have provided for 
public suffering, and the twin towers of the 
new Cathedral, on High street — the largest 
place of worship in the city— of the wonder- 
ful strides the Roman Catholic Church has 
been making in Rhode Island during the last 
quarter of a century. 

Unlike most American cities. Providence 
has but few blocks of tenement-houses. 
Apart from each other and overshad- 
owed by waving branches, stand the 
homes of the great mass of her citizens. 
Almost like a forest appears the por- 
tion of the pity which is occupied by 
dwelling houses, to one who looks upon it 
from the *' Terrace.'* On the whole. Provi- 
dence is very f)icturesquely located, and the 
approaches to it unusually attractive. 

The streets of Providence are as a rule laid 
out with much regularity. A lew perhaps ex- 
cepted in the older and central parts of 
the city, and a few that take their 
shape from the nature of the ground 
they traverse. In the olden time, the 
square block for street architecture was not 
in order; the course of a river or brook, the 
best line for a road, or the natural foundation 
of the ground being talscn into consideration, 
rather than regular squares approximating to 
each other in size, and running exactly at 
right angles. 

The rivers, the ancient reservations, and 
the hills gave direction and character to some 
of the streets which they still retain. There 
are a few also inconveniently narrow, looki ig 
as if they had been planned at a period when 
cleanliness and fresh air were not classified 
as luxuries; but in our day, streets are laid 
out, graded and finished on a comprehensive 
and systematic plan, and in consequence are 
gradually assuming groat beauty and regular- 
ity. One delightful feature they all possess, 
they are adorned with magnificent elm and 
other shade trees, sturdy denizens of the for- 
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est, with strong limbs and a wealth of leafy 
branches, over and through which the houses 
and churches tower and peep in the most 
charming way imaginable. In street archi- 
tecture the city is rapidly improving. For a 
long period in its history. Providence whs not 
a handsome city architecturally considered. 
If we look for the dwellings and business 
houses of the past we find them low and 
small ; the unambitious homes and shops of a 
thrifty people, side by side with these the 
growmff prosperity of later years is observa- 
ble in iarser and more substantial, but still 
plain buildings. The architecture of our day 
is very different. Everywhere now the eye is 
attracted and charmed by elegant and costly 
structures. Stately homes and magnificent 
merchant palaces tell us more plainly than 
words can speak that the period of wealth and 
taste has come to us at last. 

The principal buildings in the central part 
of the city are the Custom House and Post 
Office, a fit type of the solidity and permanen- 
cy of our National Union. The Court House 
built in 1877, at a cost of $400,000, including 
the land and furniture, is an elegant and 
admirable public building. The City Hall, 
which stands conspicuously on the west side 
of Exchange Place, is one of the finest public 
buildings in the country. It cost $1,000,000 
in round numbers, and occupies an entire 
square, bounded by Dorrance, Eddy, Wash- 
ington, and Fulton streets. It is of finished 
granite, in an ornate stylo of architecture, 
with mf\)estic facade, and surmounted by a 
graceful dome. The contrast between this 
and the Old City Building on Market Square 
is very impressive and reveals the growth 
and progressive spirit of the city. 

Observed of all observers stands the Butler 
Exchange building, between Exchange place 
and Westminster street, reaching from one to 
the other, having a double front and covering 
an entire square, rising mig'estically in six 
stories to look down on many old solid business 
houses* It is of brick, stone and iron, yet 
airy, light and elegant. It abounds in busi- 
ness places, large and small, and in offices 
of various kinds. 

The Arcade is perhaps one of the most 
unique business edi^fices in the United States. 
It is situated opposite the Butler Exchange on 
Westminster and Weybosset streets, reaching 
through from one to the other, having a front 
on each, and is three stories high, measuring 74 
feet in width by 216 in length. The fronts 
are recessed porticos 15 feet deep, composed 
of six Ionic columns of solid granite, three feet 
in diameter and two square anta), crowned 
with a granite entablature forming a pedi- 
ment, having a whole front height of 40 feet. 
The roof over the centre of the building is 
glass, to allow the light to enter the hall and 
all the galleries, along which are arranged 
the seventy- eight shops and stores. 

Besides these, are the Hoppin Homestead 
Building, the Hotel Dorrance, the NaiTagan- 
set House, and numerous other large and sub- 
stantial commercial buildings. 

The Soldiers* and Sailors"Monument, mem- 



orial of the patriotism and sacrifices of Rhode 
Island in the hour of our country's deepest 
trial, now stands conspicuously on Exchange 
place the granite and bronze soldiers' and 
sailors' monument, erected by the State at a 
cost exceeding $75,000, and solemnly dedi- 
cated with tender, tearful services, Sept. 16, 
1871. It will be remembered to the honor of 
the Commonwealth, and in keeping with her 
old spirit of liberty, that Rhode Island's roll 
of volunteers for the defense of the Union, 
and the overthrow of tlie Rebellion, numbered 
24.042 men. Of these, by sword and sickness, 
1,613 laid down their lives "»for their country. 
The names of the martyrs are on the bronze 
tablets of the monument. The structure was 
designed by Mr. Randolph Rogers, of Rome, 
Italy, 

In the year 1871, more than two hundred 
years after Roger Williams had made the 
purchase of Providence and Pawtuxet, and 
had made his companions equal owners 
thereof with him, a part of the original grant 
came into the posspssion of the city. In that 
year Miss Betsey Williams, a lineal descend- 
ant of the fifth generation from Roger Wil- 
liams, died, ana by her will bequeathed to 
the city of Providence the farm which had 
been in the possession of her family over since 
it was given to her great ancestor by the 
sacliem, Miantonomi. It lies partly in Provi- 
dence and partly in Cranston, and consists of 
about one hundred acres of plain and wood- 
land, with gently rising elevations and a stream 
of water. It wjis given to the city for a pub- 
lic park forever, to be called Roger Williams 
Park. The testatrix made but few conditions 
upon which the city should receive it, but 
among these few was one that it should erect 
in it a memorial to Roger Williams, at a cost 
of not less than five hundred dollars. In 1872 
the city formally accepted this bequest, and 
straightway began to |)lan for a monument 
on a much more expensive scale than stipula- 
ted in the will. The result was, that in Octo- 
ber, 1877, the present monument, designed^ by 
Mr. Franklin Simmons, of Rome, and execu- 
ted by the Smith Granite Company, was un- 
veiled and dedicated with gi'eat pomp in the 
presence of many thousands of people. It stands 
facing the west, on an elevation west of the 
lake, and is visible from the Cranston road, 
and from most parts of the park. The old 
gambrel-roofed homestead, with its well- 
sweep, is in close proximity, and the imme- 
diately surrounding land has been reduced to 
order and beauty. The monument is of 
Westerly granite of the finest quality, and 
uniform throughout in shade. A pedestal of 
great solidity, reached by a flight of steps, 
supports the statue of Roger Williams, which 
was cast in bronze of a peculiarly brilliant 
color, in Munich. It is seven and a half feet 
in height, and represents the founder of these 
Plantations holding in his left hand, against 
his breast, a volume entitled *• Soul Liberty," 
and with his ri^ht hand extended as if in the 
act of addressing an audience. He wears 
low shoos, long stockings meeting his knee- 
breeches, a straight vest buttoned tlie whole 
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length and finished at the botton by a frill, 
a broad, turn-down collar, fastened with cord 
and tassel, a long cloak, and hair falling upon 
his shoulders. Although the statue is an 
ideal one, the artist has succeeded in infusing 
into its outlines all those characteristics with 
which we are wont to invest the original. 
At the foot of the statue, in front of the oedes- 
tal, stands a figure of History, clad in classic, 
flowing drapei'y, and holding in her right 
hand the stylus, in the act of completing the 
inscription : ** Roger Williams, 1636 " At the 
right of this Bgnre is a group of bronze em- 
blems, comprising a shield with the anchor, a 
scroll, book, and a laurel wreath. On the 
opposite tablet is the. inscription : '- Erected by 
the City of Providence, A. D. 1877." 

When the natural charms of this park shall 
bnve been enhanced by taste and money, as 
they gradually will be in process of time, the 
city will own a public pleasure-ground which 
will be of inestimable benefit to itself, and an 
honor to him whose name it bears. 

Excursions on the Bay, are a part of the 
life of the citizens of rrovidence. Perhaps 
no sheet of water on our New England coast 
is more alive, through the summer season, 
with excursionists and pleasure parties, than 
Narra§ansett Bay, as no other affords equal 
attractions. While all the ])eople of the State 
most annually enjoy their view of this 
beautiful inland sea and the shores of the 
AtUmtio, making sure of their feasts on fish 
and luscious bivalves, great multitudes come 
from all the neighboring states and from the 
distant parts of our country, including visitors 
from other lands, to ^aze on the tranquil 
waters, the emerald islands, the romantic 
shores, the ocean swept beaches, and visit 
oar famed Newport, Providence, and other 
historic towns, enjoying withal the cosmo- 
politan society found in the numerous hotels, 
and recovering or reinvigorating their health 
with the sea-breezes, and the delicacies of 
Rhode Island tables. In short the bay is a 
grand thoroughfare of the people, and a 
splendid highway of pleasurable and profit- 
able excitement for the fashionable and the 
wealthy. 

Steamboats of every size, from the palatial 
ocean -daring boats that ply between Provi- 
dence and Newport and New York, to the 
lighter, but beautiful, saloon-like crafts that 
run between the islands, are ever ready, with 
every convenience and attraction, to serve 
the thousands. Their success as staunch, 
commodious, well-managed boats, has given 
them a wide and deserved reputation. Ex- 
cursions are frequently made to Block Island 
and Martha's Vineyai'd, giving to travelers a 
view of ocean scenery, and making ihem 
acquainted with the majestic roll of the 
AUantic billows. With a smooth sea — so 
common in the summer— these trips are de- 
lightful and reftreshiuir. Moon light excursions 
are not uncommon, running from Providence 
down the bay, passing Conanicut by the West 
Passage, rounding Beaver Tail, glancine: at 
the Atlantic, and returning by the East 
Passage, pass Newport and the eastern islands. 



We know not how it may be with others, 
but for ourselves, water (except as a bever- 
age) always fills us with delight, and he must 
be indeed a sordid soul who can sail the length 
of Nan*agansett Bay, in heartsome weather, 
and not confess that he is ** revived, refreshed, 
restored." 

Truly, a fairer sheet of water, bounded 
more picturesquely, it would be hard to find 
anywhere, and Narra/ansett must be regarded 
as one of the prettiest land-locked bays in the 
country. 

In fact, all about Providence the country is 
charming, and happily relieved, by natural 
diversity, from the scenic monotone that is so 
depressing, say, in — many other parts of 
America. 

At night Providence presents a very gay 
and lively appearance. Thousands of shop 
and factory girls throng the streets, glad to 
catch a bit of fresh air after the confinecl 
labors of the day, and as we write, we hear 
the steady tramp, tramp, tramp of many feet 
passing l>eneath our window, while ere and 
anon a merry burst of laughter tells of light 
hearts bent on the freedom of the hour. On 
Saturday nights, Westminster and North 
Main streets and the Arcade are crowded*to 
excess ; in fact the entire population seem to be 
on the streets, some marketing, some shopping, 
and others walking mei*ely for recreation and 
pleasure. Among the male portion of plea- 
sure-seekers, mirth seems to prevail to a very 
late hour, for often in the still hours of the 
morning we hear the voice of the reveler 
shouting some Bachanalian song, with the 
exception of which we are happy to say that 
order and decency prevail. 

INDUSTRIES. 

No one can traverse the streets of Provi- 
dence without being struck with the recur- 
rence of factories and buildings devoted to 
manufactures; vou meet with such buildings 
everywhere. t»ometimes it is a long, low 
structure, with a huge chimnev, then an 
immense square pile, with some hundreds of 
windows ; then it is a square or three sides of 
a square, the center full of debris ; the build- 
ing all around, three, four and five stories in 
height, having long outside stairways, like 
inclined planes, leading upward from story to 
story to the top, each Tan<iing a manufactory 
or more, and the machinery for the whole 
driven by one enormons power; anon it is a 
courtway or narrow entrance to the rear of 
stores or other buildings, within you have the 
same thing repeated; it is lined and filled 
with active industry and the whirr of the saw 
and the clang of the hammer is heard on all 
sides. Then, again there are whole streets 
presenting all these features combined. 
Scores of the establishments employ each 
many hundreds of hands, and the comfort 
and wealth from all of them is of course 
enormous. 

Providence is one of the great industrial 
centres of the United States. Because of the 
gre it variety of its manufactures, less dis- 
aster befell it during the years of financial 
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distress, from which the country h:i8 only 
JQSt emerged, than almost any city in the 
Union. 

In 1875. before the effects of the panic had 
worn away, the number of manufacturing 
establishments in the city was 940. In those 
factories S0,271 operatives wore employed; 
their invested capittil was $16,393,734; the 
value of their product manufactured each 
year, was $52,782,87^. Ever since that time 
there has been a gradual and healthy growth 
of business. 

The largest single interest carried on in 
Providence is the manufacture of jewelry. 
There are upwards of one hundred and fift^ 
different firms engaged in this branch of busi- 
ness, exclusive of a largo number of houses 
whose operations are contingent upon this 
industry, such as chasers, gilders, electro- 
platers, colorers, engravers, enamelers, die 
sinkers, lapidaries, etc. 

The manufacture of cotton goods, textile 
fabrics, braids, etc., is perhaps the next ereat 
interest, which together with the worsted and 
woolen mills, give employment to a vast 
number of operatives. 

The manufacture of machinery, tools, 
engines, and especially cotton and woolen 
machinery is carried on to a large extent, the 
principal firms representing those interests, 
bein^ the Corliss Steam Engine Company, 
Providence Tool Company, the Providence 
Steam Engine Company, Franklin Foundry 
and Machine Companv, EUiode Island Loco- 
motive Works, Providence Machine Com- 
pany, City Machine Company, Granger 
Machine Company, and Brown & Sharpe 
Manufacturing Company. 

The American Screw Company is the most 
extensive of its kind in New England. 

In the several great industries above allud- 
ed to the manufacturing strength and vitality 
of Providence is most^ concentrated ; there 
are, however, other industries and enterprises 
of the highest importance, notably, the wood- 
working and lumber, including furniture, 
iron foundries, drug and dye wood mills, 
bleacheries and dye-houses, ttoiler- makers, 
box* makers, and brass foundries, gas, steam 
and water fittings, patent medicine manufac- 
tories, soap manufactories, stove founders, 
assayers and refiners, and the extensive trades 
in cotton, groceries, dry goods, hardware, 
clothing, etc., etc., which are carried on with 
great success and employ an army of workers. 

FINANCIAL. 

With such diverse and important interests 
it may be readily inferred that ample bank- 
ing facilitjes are not lacking. la point of fact 
few cities, if any, are so well provided with 
monetary institutions. Of organizations 
doing business under the National banking 
system, there are twenty-four. Besides these, 
there are twelve State banks, nine purely 
savings banks, and the Rhode Island Hospital 
Trust Company, which partakes both of the 
nature of a savings bank, and a bank of dis- 
count, and is the most extensive banking 
institution in the State. 



INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

The people of Providence are as much 
interested in the character and stability of our 
Insurance Companies, as in that of Banks. 
However efHcientour fire depaitment may be, 
and we have already seen that there are few, 
if any, in existence more eilicient, there are 
times and circumstances, when devastations 
by fire are beyond their prevention or control ; 
then, as a rule, the stay of the property 
owner, merchant and manufacturer is in the 
Insurance Companies. A prolongation of life 
is equally as uncertain as immunity from fire, 
and those who desire to have their families 
provided for, have an equal interest in the 
stability of the institutfons in which they 
insure. In this connection it is with the most 
sincere pleasure that we are able to say, with- 
out one qualifyini word, that in stability and 
promptness, and in the integrity of their office 
bearers, the record of the Insurance Com- 
panies of the city. Fire and Life, are without 
a stain. 

The insurance companies of Providence 
are home institutions, aoing a legitimate and 
mainly a homo business. Their stock is 
owned, and companies officered and directed 
by well-known business men and citizens of 
this ci^. There are twenty-two h.*)ving 
home ofnces in Providence. 

RAILROADS AND TRANSPORTATION COM- 
PANIES. 

The means by which a community secures 
an intimate connection with its contiguous 
or re note surroundings are of the highest 
importance ; convenient railway and steam- 
ship communication is a modern essential for 
the prosperous development of traffic. Provi- 
dence enjoys such as are conferred by the 
following railways and transportation com- 
panies, which connect with a net- work of 
lines, by which all points of the United States 
and Canadas are reached with the least possi- 
ble delay and expense. The Providence and 
Stonington Railroad connects Providence 
with New York ; the Providence and Wor- 
cester Railroad affords an outlet to the west, 
via the Boston and Albany Railroad, with 
which it connects at Worcester. The New 
York and New England Railroad and Boston 
and Providence Railroad are in direct connec- 
tion at Boston with the New England 
system of roads. These are the principal 
roads, l>e8ides these there are the Providence 
and Springfield, the Providence. Warren and 
Bristol, the Fall River, Wan'en and Provi- 
dence, and the Old Colony Railroads, all 
giving communications with points, from 
which every section of the country may be 
reached. 

MERCHANTS^ AND MINERS* TRANSPOR- 
TATION CO. 

The Providence, Norfolk and Baltimore 
Steamship Line, was established to facilitate 
the movement of freight to all points West and 
Southwest. They possess 'extensive ware- 
houses in this cit^, into which all the ti-unk 
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lines rnn by sidinss, and the^ have excellcDt. 
faoilitiee fcr conducting their business on a 
large scale. They present aneqoalled advan- 
taffee for the transportation of freight to all 
points west and sooth; steamers leaving this 
port tri-weekly. The management of the 
commtny in this cibr, is placed in the hands of 
Mr. £. H. Rockwell, and its affairs are con- 
dneted in such a manner as to make this line 
not only popular, but profitable for all con- 
csemed. 

WINSORS' LINE STEAMERS. 

This is the only direct line for Philadelphia, 
and furnishes accommodation for freight 
shippers in prompt and rapid transit that 
fitives it a large share of the trade. At Phila- 
delphia connections are made with the rail- 
roads for all points South and West. Steamers 
leave Providence twice each week. Under the 
management of George A. Kilton, A^cnt, the 
saccess of the enterprise is thoroughly estab- 
lished. 

PROVIDENCE LINE FOR NEW YORK. 

This line consists of two steamers, one 
leaving t^is port daily for New York, carry- 
ing freight and passengers in summer, and 
freight only in the winter. 

CONTINENTAL STEAMBOAT COMPANY. 

This line plies between Providence and 
Newport, and also runs steamers to all the 
principal shore places on the Bay. Theprinci 
pal business is done during the summer, when 
large numbera of passengers and excursionists 
are carried. 

BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Board of Trade of the city of Provi- 
dence has convenient and pleasant rooms in 
the old cit;^ building, on Market Square. Its 
membership comprises very many of the best 
business men of the city, whose influence has 
anqoestionably infused into the people an ac- 
tive and progressive spirit Its nelcl of action 
is more particularly at home, and in further- 
ing the interests of its own city. It has la- 
bored diligently for this purpose, and by di- 
rect and judicious action has Striven to im- 
prove the trade of Providence, extend her 
industries, remove onerous burdens, and en- 
conrage plans for the i^eneral good. 

SOCIETIES, HOSPITALS, CHURCHES, &C. 

The citizens of Providence are aremarka- 
. bly gregarious people ; they organize them- 
selves into societies. of every sort; for the 
support of hospitals, infirmaries, asylums ; for 
Benevolent, Masonic, Odd Fellow, and a 
great variety of other social and useful pur- 
poses, and thus keep themselves well pre- 
served against the rusting influences of sel- 
fishness and asceticism. 

We are confident that no large city in the 
world can show a greater numl^r of societies 
of all kinds, in proportion to its population ; 
and these are irrespective of the religious or 
church organizations. When we count up 



the number of churches and add them to the 
grand total of associations for the advantage 
of the people — all voluntary associations — 
the number becomes reall;^ amazing. 

We write this not as a citizen of the place, 
for we are not, and never have been — though 
we must confess that the kind treatment we 
have received from many of the most promi- 
nent business men of the city, has given us a 
strong desire to become one— but as having 
the knowledge forced upon us while seeking 
the necessary information for the completion 
of our historical and statistical account of the 
city. There are eighth-seven churches or re- 
ligions organizations in the city. Of these the 
Baptists lead with twenty-one; £Discopals, 
twelve; Roman Catholics, ten; Congrega- 
tional, eight; Methodist, seven ; and various 
other denominations and sects, twenty-nine. 

There are twenty -six Masonic lodges, forty- 
one Odd Fellows lodges, and twenty-two oth- 
er secret organizations, besides fifteen Tem- 
perance secret societies, making in all one 
hundred and four secret organizations. 

There are also seventy-seven societies for 
charitable, benevolent and other purposes, 
aside from a number of mutual benefit, mu- 
tual aid and mutual insurance societies of 
which the exact number it was impracticable 
for us to get. In all, then, that we have named 
wo have a total of two hundred and sixty- 
eiffht, certainly affording a wide range for 
selection. 

EDUCATIONAL, ETC. 

Providence being a New England city, it 
may be taken for granted that matters of edu- 
cation have long been considered as of pri- 
mary importance. No expense has been 
grudged m perfecting and developing more 
completely a system oTpublic free scnoois, and 
not content with this, several scholastic insti- 
tutions of the highest rank have found here 
adequate support and encouragement. 

The city counts about eighty schools of all 
grades, in more than fifty school houses ; and 
most of these buildings are ornamental and 
costly, corresponding with the taste and 
wealth of the citizens. About 13,000 scholars 
are enrolled, and the annual school expenses 
reach about $220,000. 

BROWN UNIVERSITY. 

This venerable seat of learning, the first 
college in* the history of mankind founded on 
the broad christian principle of perfect reli- 
gious liberty, incorporated in 1764, was 
opened as Rhode Island College, in Warren, 
under Rev. James Manning, D. D., but was 
removed to Providence in 1770. Its grounds 
are on the summit of Prospect Hill, TOunded 
by Prospect, Waterman and George streets. 
In consideration of the munificence of Nicho- 
las Brown, who gave to it, first and lant, 
$100 000, the name of the institution was 
changed in 1804, to Brown University. 

The Library counts above 50,000 volumes. 
A Gymnasium Hall is hired in the city. A 
rare and extensive Museum is in Rhode ^land 
Hall. A large fond exists for aiding indi- 
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|;ent stndonts and for prizes in different stad- 
les. About two liundred and fifty students 
are in attendance. The President is Rev. 
Ezekiel G. Robinson, D. D., LL. D. 

The reputation of Brown University 
reaches over all onr land and even into the 
remotest parts of the world. Its cnrriculum 
embraces Moral and Intellectual Philosophy, 
art, ancient and modern history, literature, 
and the natural sciences, and the course of 
instruction is as thorough and exhaustive as 
is required in any other college in the country. 

THE FRIENDS SCHOOL. 

This school is an important factor in the 
city's history. The proper name of the insti- 
tution is the New England Yearly Meeting 
Boarding School. It is located on a farm of 
forty. three acres, east of Hope street. Its 
chief benefactors were Moses Brown, William 
Almy, and Obadiah Brown, the later of whom 
gave 8100.000, the income of which is usei! 
for current expenses. T-he course of studies 
embraces common branches, higher mathe- 
matics and classics. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school, which is the educational cli- 
max of the public school system, is probably 
the most generally useful school in this com- 
munity. It is a very handsome structure, in 
parallelogram form, about one hundred and 
fifty feel long by one hundred and twenty-nine 
feet wide, and three stories, of fifteen feet 
each, in height. It is built of fine quality 
brick, with ornate stone trimmings, and its 
entire cost, including land, was about 8200.000. 

From the public schools pupils graduate 
into this institution, and are thus afforded an 
opportunity for the acquisition of a liberal 
education. 

THE PRESS. 

What is done in Providence for the educa- 
tion and enlightenment of the people in the 
matter of Daily Newspaper and Periodical 
Literature, may bo inferred from the follow- 
ing briefly descriptive list of those mediums 
which are most worthy of note.

With regard to a house so well known and 
popular as this one, little can be said that is 
not already known, in the way of its import- 
ance ^ a mercantile industry; but as the 
variety of its stock is so ereat, our readers 
may find something of pnifit in learningwhat 
may lie obtained here. Besides the Drags 
which are used for medical purposes, those 
which find a place in the markets of the 
world as commercial commodities, as well as 
the great quantities of chemical, now in use 
by nearly all classes of manufacturers, are 
des«'rving of mention, and those firms who 
have helped to build up the reputation of 
Providence as a trade center for these pro- 
ductions, must be, at least briefly, referred to 
in a work of this character. 

This house was founded and started in 1853, 
by Chambers & Calder, they having invested 
what would now be considered a moderate 
capital, and were quite satisfied to do a busi- 
ness the first year, that amounted to but a 
tithe of the value of their present annual oat- 
put.

The firm also have 
a two-story warehouse on S ibin street, where 
are storen, original packages, acids, oils, 
barrels of alum, salts, pamts and heavy 
goods, from which shipments are made, or 
the stock of the main store replenished. 

The house deals very extensively in drugs 
of all kinds, chemicals for manufacturers' 
use, acids, oil vitriol, copperas, dye wood>, 
paints, oils, vaniishes, japans, window glass, 
putty, &c. They are the agents for Jewetts 
& Sons celebrated pure white lead and oils, 
and their entire stock is offered to the trade 
and consumers, at prices which will bear the 
closest . investigation. Fourteen employees 
find occupation in the various departments 
of this business, and all details are under the 
personal superintendence of the members of 
the firm. The trade of the house, which, as 
before intimated, is a veiy extensive one, 
ranges throughout the Now England States, 
where the name of the firm is a sufficient 
guarantee of the freshness and absolute un- 
adulterated qualities of all purchases. 

Providence has reason to be proud of this 
house as one of her solid mercantile institu- 
tions.

CITY MACHINE CO., 

Manufacturers of Cotton and Wool- 
en Machinery, Harris Ayenue, cor- 
ner Acorn Street. 

In the compilation of this work on the 
manufactories and resources of Providence, 
we could hardly select a better illustration of 
its advantases, especially in the former de- 
partment than the City Machine Co., an 
enterprise of such magnitude as to make 
necessary more than a brief review of its 
products and facilities. 

Founded in 1868, the business was begun 
under favorable auspices, and has been con- 
ducted in such a manner as to augment its 
original resources, resulting in an annual 
trade of about two hundred thousand dollars. 

The manufaclaring plant is located on 
Harris avenue, within a short distance of the 
trunk lines of railway centering in this city, 
affording conveniences for the receipt and 
shipment of material and machinery, which 
18 in itself no small adjunct to the successful 
prosecution of the work. 

This plant covers one and one-half acres 
of land, the buildings occupying a large part 
of it, being sub-divided into several depurt- 
ments for the more systematic division or the 
work. The main building is three stories 
high and 145x45 feet in dimensions; it is 
equipped with all necessary machinery, ope- 
rated by a Corliss engine of 72 horse power, 
and together with the other departments 
furnishes employment to one hundred and 
thirty- five hands. There is also a pattern shop 
100 X 24 feet in dimensions, and an erecting 
shop 145 X 45 feet, each, one story hiffh 

Among those pieoes of cotton and woolen 
nuushinery, to the manufacture of which this 
house directs its special attention, are Roving 
Machines. Slubl>ers, First Intermediate, 
Second Intermediate and Jack or Fly Frames. 
Roving is the operation of forming the slight- 
ly twisted thread from the roll of cotton or 
wool, which the roving machine or frame 
winds on bobbins for the creels of the spin- 
ing frames. First, the cotton or wool passes 
upon the slubber where it is in a lar^^e thread, 
but as it continues from one macnme to the 
other it decreases in size and when it leaves 
the jack it is reduced to its smallest size. 
JSverjr part of these machines are made 
at this factory, but a detailed description 
of the whole operations would require more 
space than is at our disposal. The process of 
preparing spindles, however, is one of coii- 
siderable interest. The grindstones used 
for this work are four feet in diamater, 
and have to be replaced by new ones after 
^irW days^use. The spindles are revolved 
on these stones at the rate of 1400 times 
per minute, the stones making between five 
fluid six hundred revolutions in an opposite 
direction during the same period of time.

The pattern room contains all the jmttems 
used by the company since its organization, 
and are very valuable, having cost the con- 
cern over 920,000.

In this connection, it is proper to pass 
under review the house of A. Burgess & Son, 
which as the pioneer in the manufao ure ol 
leather belting in this country, is entitled to 
more than passing mention.

stiffened Gold Watch case, substantially as 
the Ladd Patent C:ise Is now made, the gold 
on which should be of sufilcient thickness to " 
wear for a lifetime, yet the cost of which 
would be reduced enough, by stiffening with 
composition, to admit of purchase by any per- 
son of moderate means or desires— or about 
one-half or one-third the cost of a solid gold 
ease of the same substantial appearance and 
weiffht. 

His business demanding all his time and at- 
tention, and being without the requisite means 
to conduct the costlv experiments necessary 
before success could be assured, tbo idea re- 
mained in abeyance (though taken up at in- 
tervals in slack business^ seasons) until the 
winter of 1864-65, when, in connection with 
Mr. J. A. Brown, of the same city, he be^an 
anew working out his original conception, 
bringing it to a final successful issud, over 
many and various obstacles and discourage- 
ments, early in the spring of 1867. 

The first cases finished and sent to the mar- 
ket did not, of course, attain the ideal of the 
inventor, but patience and perseverance have 
at last triumphed, and now, with perfected 
methods, improved processes and increased 
facilities, for elegance and variety of style, 
excellence of workmanship, beauty of finish, 
strength and solidily of build, and durability, 
these cases are certainly not excelled, if 
equalled, by any similar line of solid gold 
cases to be found on sale. 

They are made from thick plates of gold 
and nickel composition, "sweated" or solder- 
ed together, forming a solid bar of metal 
which IS rolled to the required thickness for 
use. The nickel comopsition (forming the 
centre material) is like gold in the qualities of 
toughness and springiness, and makes the case 
equally as stiff and strong as would the gold 
it displaces. The greatest thickness of gold is 
on the outside, where the wear upon a watch 
case is mainly felt, it being one-third the 
weight of gold on the covers, and the same 
thickness of gold on the rims, while the head 
and bow being most exposed, the gold on them 
is left thicker. 

From the Providence Daily Journal of De- 
cember 17th, 1868, the second year of their 
manufacture, we copy the following statement 
of the advantajses derived from the manufac- 
ture and use ofthese cases : 

stiffened gold oases vs. solid GOLD CASES. 

••It will be apparent to any person who will 
considerately examine a heavy solid Gold 
Watch Case, that beyond or aside from the 
necessary thickness of gold for the engraving 
and engine-turning, the lar^e proportion of 
the precious metal remaining is really needed 
only as a stiffening to hold the engraved por- 
tions in place, and give it strength enough to 
enable it to resist pressure Irom without by 
sudden knocks or falls, which would other- 
wise mutilate and mar the case, and injure 
the movement. This large proportion oi the 
gold adds greatly to the cost of a watch, while 
it is actually needless, so far as utility and 
beauty are concerned, as any one can testify 
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who has observed old watches that have been 
many years in wear, the en|2:ine-tuming on 
' which Is worn smooth, while the **workV are 
often worn out entirely, or are as far beyond 
the watch maker's skill as to be anreliable as 
time-keepera. 

"Such being the fact, then, if in place of 
this large amount of practically nef dless cold, 
a baser metal be substituted, the cost will be 
proportionately lessened, while the strength, 
solidity and beauty of the case remains intact. 

"On the other hand, large numbers of fi:old 
watches are made and sold with cases so frag- 
ile, in order to reduce their cost to the lowest 
point, as to be almost unserviceable, and in 
fact many become entirely so after a few 
months* constant use, the covers having be- 
come sprung so as not to shut, or stay shut, 
the joints or hinges breaking out, or the heads 
and a portion of the centre rim tearing away, 
the gold having been reduced so extremely 
thin as not to afford substance enough to allow 
of the edges being soldered together (or if 
such repairs can be made, it is only at the ex- 

Sense of the beauty of the case), and with the 
ents and mars that with the greatest care are 
continually accumulating — the wearer knows 
not how or when they come — they gradually 
become so battered and unsightly as to be 
anything but an object of pride or pleasure. 

**Now, if these cases had been stiffened 
with a lining of baser metal, the cost would 
have been little, if any more ; the need of 
costly repairs would have been avoided, and 
they would have remained handsome and un- 
defaced for years, to the great advantage of 
both watches and owners. 

**For actual use and appearance, such a stif- 
fened gold ease would be worth far more than 
the thin one, and be equal to any fine solid 
gold one of the same thickness, and at one- 
half or one-third the price. 

**There is still another class of watch cases 
of poor, low carat gold, which are finely fin- 
ished— "niade to sell" — and their purchasers 
find they are '*sold" as soon as the outside col- 
oring is worn off, which takes no vei-y long 
time to accomplish. 

**The advantages, therefore, of buying a 
watch with a stinened gold case, in preference 
to the solid one, are manifest. The actual cost 
18 but one-half or one-third as much; and, 
conbeqnently, one who considers the item of 
interest on his investment, need not be re- 
minded of the saving he will make in the 
course of ten years; while, if lost by accident 
or the efforts of pickpockets, thieves or bur- 
glars, the purchaser will still have the conso- 
lation of knowing that it would have been the 
same if it had been of solid gold, and the sav- 
ing effected in the first instance will allow of 
the purchase of another of the same kind, at 
no larger, if as great a total cost, as originally 
would have been incurred for a heavy, solid 
gold watch. 

*-One of these cases, furnished with a good 
substaniial movement, made by either of the 
American companies, for which they are more 
especially designed and adapted, make a 



watch that will give the pnrohaser pleasure 
and siitisfaction. 

'*No person need hesitate to buy a case of 
this kind, made by the firm above named, and 
it will not be a matter of special wonder if 
the Ladd Watch Case should, in the coume of 
a few years, acquire a reputation and popalar- 
ity second only to that of the Americaii 
movement. Certainly, for real genuine worth, 
at a low cost, they cannot be too highly ap- 
preciated, and any pei*son who intends pur- 
chasing a watch will do well to ask ibeir 
watchmaker or dealer for them, and judge 
for themselves."

Largely engaged in this line of business and 
occupying a prominent position in the trade, we 
find Messrs. H. M. & A. A. Kimball, whole- 
sale dealers in smoked meats and provisions, 
and curers and packers of pork, dried beef, 
tongues and hams, the latter of which are 
equal, if not superior, to the celebrated West- 
phalia hams, in richness of flavor and general 
excellence. 

This business was started by the firm in 
1858, and had been thoroughly acquired by 
them previously. They were proficient in the 
various processes necessary for the proper 
preservation of meats and were well acquamt- 
ed with the demands of the trade. 

A yard containing six thousand sqaare feet 
and all necessary buildings, including store 
and salerooms, are comprised in the plact of 
this firm, the buildings being arranged with 
due regard for the purposes for which tkey 
are used. 

Six to ten hands are employed in the estab- 
lishment during the busy seasons, besides 
horses, wagons and considerable machinery 
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specially adapted for the business. The spec- 
ialty of the house is the curing and smokinff 
of meats, for which puiposes they are provid- 
ed with smoke houses and ample storage- 
rooms in which large quantitit s of ice are 
stored to keep the meats at an even, low tem- 
perature. 

The pork handled by this honse is largely 
slaaghtered in the West, whence it is received 
in car-load lots, cut up, cured and distributed 
to the trade from their warehouses. 

Their trade in the busy season requires from 
500 t(> 700 hogs per week, and is principally lo- 
cated in the citv and vicinity, where the pro- 
duct may be delivered by wagons. 

Both membera of the firm are natives of 
Providence and have been identitied for many 
years, and to a marked degree, with ihe com- 
mercial interests of this city, which they have 
advanced greatly by the establishment of a 
business so extensive. Mr. H. M. Kimball is 
a'so the present State and City Inspector of 
Beef and Pork, a position which his long ex- 
perience in the business renders him emment- 
ly qualified to worthily fill. 

A busier scene is not often witnessed in this 
city, than this house presents in the winter 
season, in the handling of the large quanti- 
ties of so staple an article as pork. 

The position they occupy in the community 
prechiaes the necessity of personal comment, 
but for the benefit of the fci'ade throughout the 
state, we may say that their interests will un- 
doubtedly be promoted by effeciing a business 
connection with this house.

Carefully exploring the industrial resources 
and advantages of Providence, we cannot 
omit f^ome comment upon the enterprise of 
Moulton & Ingraham, who are engaged in 
the Planing Mill business with a success that 
entitles them to recognition in this worK. 

This establishroeni was founded in 1851 by 
the above named firm, and i*egardless of 
panics and financial convulsions, has pursued 
a successful career for over thirty jears; nor 
did the demise of Mr. R. O. Moulton the 
senior member of the finn, in lb72, stay or 
retard the vitality of the concern, though 
necessjiry changes were made by wnich the 
business was continued by the estate of the 
deceased partner, and unc^ertliesole manage- 
ment of the surviving partner Mr. M. W.

No branch of business has shown a greater 
ffrowUi durinjg the past few years in the United 
States than the oyster trade. Thf> busy sea- 
son in the oyster tiaffio begins with September 
and ends with the last day of April. During 
this period the Bivalves are free from spawn 
and edible, some parties, however pay no 
attention to this as a rule, but consume as 
many in other months as in these. 

The best part of the oyster season is from 
the first of January untu after the Lenten 



season. Even in regard to oysters, fashion 
changes; formerly large ones were eagerly 
sought after, now the smaller they aro the 
better they satisfy the majority of the people. 
The^e latier are now considered to be more 
tender and palatable. 

The most i)rominent hQUse engagpd in the 
Oyster trade in Providence is that of Robert 
Pettis, which was founded in 1845 and hence 
is also the oldest house in this cit)r, in the 
trade. l*he premises occupied consist of a 
store 40 x 100 feet in dimensions and hai ing 
two floors, which aro the headquarters from 
which the trade extends throughout the New 
England States. A building 50 x 40 feet in 
dimensions, en the wharf is also used for 
opening the oysters. Fifty men are employed 
in the various operations of the basiness and 
a large trade both wholesale and retail is 
done. In the height of the season a thousand 
gallons of outers daily are needed to supply 
the trade. This house has evei7 advantage 
in their own beds, vessels to bring the oyattrs 
to market, variety and freshness of stock and 
range of prices and no other concern in this 
city can successfuUjf compete with them. 
There is no bettor jn Ige of oysters in the 
country than the gentleman at the head of 
this enterprise and he takes great pride in 
supplving finer brands than any other house 
hereabouts. Here can be had any quantity, 
no matter how large or how small, and frc^h 
every day. 

Mr. PetUs is also the proprietor of the 
oyster saloon on Orange street, near Wey- 
bosset, where the citizens of our city are 
wont to regale themselves with the delicioas 
bivalves, served in every style desired. 

This liouse has acquired a reputation for 
reliability and straightforward dealing ex- 
celled by none, and we commend it to our 
readers, both at home and abroad as one at 
which all their wants in this line will be filled 
in the most satisfactory manner, and at the 
same time they will be accorded such liberal 
treatment as might be expected from a house 
of such long and honorable standing in the 
community.

It is tolerably safe to assert, in looking over 
the various and diverse manufacturing in- 
1 crests of Providence, that no concern has 
done more to establish the reputation of this 
city as a manufacturing center than the 
Providence Steam Engine Company, to a 
short sketch of which we propose to devote 
a few words. 

This enterprise is one of the oldest steam 
engine companies in the country, having been 
founded early in the^ present century by the 
late R. L. Thurston, who, at that time, with 
a small capital aud resources of modest 
dimensions, entered upon the work of build- 
ing steam engines. Since that date, the 
business has been continued under various 
styles of firm, until 1863, when It was incor- 
porated as a joint stock company, with a 
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capital stock of 9300,000; this step being 
made necessary by the acquisition ot a trade 
which had increased with such rapidity as to 
demand more ample resources than those in 
the possession of its owners. With this 
accession of means, the plant was greativ 
enlarged, the boildines increased three fold, 
new machinery and processes introduced, 
improvements made in various departments, 
ana the whole establishment placed upon a 
footing that leaves it at the present time with 
but few compeers in. capacity, product or 
dimensions. 

The plant now covers an area of 300 feet 
square, fronting on four streets, nearly the 
whole of which is occupied by buildings. 
several of which are extremely capacious. The 
location of these works is particularly fortu- 
nate with reference to all the advantages 
afforded by ocean navigation; the products 
being loaded directly from the company^s 
docks onto vessels, securiug shipment to all 
points at the lowest possible prices — a matter 
of no small importance alike to consignoi 
and consumer. The wharves of the company 
have a frontage on the river of 225 feet, and 
on them are erected shear poles 90 feet high, 
capable of handlm^ a hundred tons. The 
works are divided mto several constructive 
departments, where, with the attsistance of 
about three hundred skilled operatives, the 
manufacture of steam engines, boilers and 
other machinery is prosecuted with a system 
and oelerity, unsurpassed in any other works 
we have ever visited. An immense engine 
and a battery of boilers is required to move 
the machinery, all of which is remarkably 
ingenious, much of it complex, and the 
greater part invented or adapted especially 
lor the performance of certain given work. 

It was while these works were conducted 
l>y tne firm of Thurston. Gardner & Co., that 
the celebrated controversy relative to the 
Automatic Cut-Off took place. 

I has been remarked that no great inven- 
tion or discovery was ever made at once 
except, perhaps, that of Logarithms. The 
steam engine is no exception to this remark 
for it has been very slowly and gradually 
brought to its present state of satisfaction— 
the latest addition to its efficacy and possi- 
bilities was the Automatic Cut-off— one of 
the many inventions of Mr. Frederick £. 
Sickles, and one which, when compared with 
all previous inventions made to the steam 
engine treads hard on those of Watt— it was 
the last important discovery required to make 
it the powerful and economical ai|;ent, that it 
is. All Cut-offs of every name and description 
are infringements on Sickles\ but like another 
very celebrated, but e<)ually unfortunate in- 
- ventor, Whitney with his cotton gin, 
Mr. Sickles has never derived any benefit 
from it. He established his undoubted right 
in every jury trial, but owing to an unfortu- 
nate omission in his patent, he was denied 
an iigunction. Messrs. Thurston, Gardner & 
Co. became joint owners with Sickles in his 
invention, and b^ them it became one of the 
celebrated litigaUons of the day. 



Soon after the formation of the present 
oompanv, certain government contracts were 
obtained, which were faithfully and equitably 
performed tliough more remunerative prices 
could have been made had the company seen 
fit to delay its work and enter into contracts 
for stationary engines. Two sloops of war 
were fitted, e:ich with a pair of engines. 60 
inch cylinder and 36 inch stroke, with boilers 
and appurtenances complete; also, two 
double enders with engines, one of 48 inch 
cylinder and ten feet stroke, and one with 59 in. 
cylinder and 8 feet stroke, one of which, the 
Algonquin, became famous for its trial in New 
York, between Dickinson vs. Isherwood. 
The work proved of so high a character that 
one ot the vessels was selected for the effecay 
of its machinery as the Fl.ig Ship of the 
squadron. 

It was while under government contracts, 
that, to overcome the serious difficulty of 
obtaining competent help, and at the same 
time to overcome the former otuections to 
steam ri vetting, this company produced the 
famed machine, alone used by il, which holds 
the sheets of boiler iron together with a 
pressure of several tons, while heading the 
rivet, making perfectly tight work and avoid- 
ing upsetting of the rivets, between the sheets 
as occurs with all other ty|jes of machines. 
The superiority of this machine to all others 
and to hard labor is well appreciated by the 
government, and a boiler of this company's 
make is considered bjr its officers as a guar- 
anty of its value. Being obliged to plane im- 
mense blocks of 20 or more tons, the company 
constructed a Pit- L«at he capable oifplaningwork 
for the largest engine made, having as a 
novehy.kin machinery a revolving tool enab- 
ling the operator to plane both forward and 
back. 

Since the war the company has resumed 
the building of stationary engines, with Noble 
T. Greene's Valve Geer. culled the Greene 
Automatic Cut-off Engine, the merits of 
which are giving steady employment to the 
full extent of Uie company's ability. That 
the engine is appreciatea at home is patent 
from the fact that the city of Providence, 
wishing an engine at Hope Pumping Station 
sought the services of this company, which 
furnished it a compound engine, tlie official 
reports of which show its capacity to be about 
85 millions (85,000,000) foot pounds with 100 
pounds coal, while that of the previous one, 
siill in service however, built after plans of 
Mr. George H. Corliss, by the Corliss Steam 
Engine Co., shows a duty, from the official 
tests of experts, of the high capacity of 25 
million (25,000,000) foot pounds ouly for 100 
pounds of coal. The splendid results of this 
engine has directed the attention of maufac- 
turers to the advantages of compound engines. 
This company has some in operation of 600 
horse power, and are negotiating with parties 
for other engines fro-n 500 to 1000 horse 
power. 

The design and arrangement of the Greene 
engine embody some excellent features. The 
parts are large, thus insuring the full pressure

of steam on the piston to the point of oat-off. 
All the parts arc well proportioned, made of 
the best material, accurately fitted, and 
splendidly finished. They work with nncom- 
mon smoothness and regularity, and present 
a very agreeable and s^rmmetrical appearance. 
They have the reputation of being the most 
durable, economical, and efilcient engine in 
the country. 

With so many extraneous advanta«:es, it is 
not surprising that a traffic is cnrried on, not 
only with every state and territory in the 
Union, as well as the Canadian Provinces, 
but that this admirable mechanism is exported 
to many foreiffn countries. 

The executive officers are as follows : H. 
W. Gardner, President and Treasurer, and 
T. W. Phillips, Secretary— gentlemen loo 
widely known in connection with their special 
departments to require personal mention at 
our hands.

In speaking of the mannfacturing enter- 
prises of Providence, we have had frequent 
occasion to comment upon the fact that many 
of the largest and most opulent concerns in 
this tnty have risen from obscure, if not in- 
significant, beginnings. 

One of the most striking illustrations of the

of Messrs. J. A. Gowdey & Son, which is 

I now the most extensive reed manufactory in 
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the United States, and which was originally 
established, in 1834 by the late James A. 
Gowdey, with an incredibly small capital, 
with the assistance of but one workman, and 
a very limited demand for his productions 
Now the firm, in addition lo their large estab- 
lishment in this city at No. 40 Clifford street, 
have a branch' factory at Fall River, MaRS., 
and the demand for their goods extends 
throughout the United States, Soath America 
and also to Europe. 

The establishments of the firm are of the 
most complete kind in the country. Four sots 
of rolling frames, twelve sets of polishing 
frames, and four sets of self-operating reed 
making machines are used in the manufacture 
of the out- put, giving employment to about 
twenty skilled workmen. When we say 
skilled workmen, we know whereof we speak, 
as in the manufacture of these appliances, the 
greatest skill apd long practical experience is 
absolutely required, in order to produce per- 
fect work. This is true, because the slightest 
inaccuracy or flaw in the wire would render 
a reed worse than worthless, as such faults 
break the threads and entail much loss of 
time in weaving, as well as making inferior 
cloths. These ^inaccuracies are only to be 
discovered by the practiced eye and touch of 
the skilled reed-maker, which to an inex- 
perienced hand would pass undetected. 
Some of these workmen become so experi- 
enced that even in a darkened worksnop, 
wire passing rapidly through the polishing 
or straightening machines, is thoroughly ex- 
amined by the touch. 

It is to the employment of such help as this, 
as well as to the experience of the proprietoi's 
of the business, that the reputation of this 
house for superior products has been acquired. 

A detailed descripticm of the mnnufacture 
of these goods, would undoubtedly piove in- 
teresting, but our alloted spjice forbids, suflice 
it to say that the work is almost entirely 
done by machinery, the duties of the work 
men being to see that the work is perfestly 
done ana to finish the reeds, an operation 
that hand labor only can accomplish. The 
wire in diflerent sizes is first flatened then 
polished and the edges rounded. An auto- 
matic machine cuts the wire to the proper 
lengths and winds it into the ribs, bmdmg 
the wires with cord passed through hot tar. 
The ribs are afterward covered with paper 
and the reeds upon being pionounced perfect 
are ready for the weaver. 

The firm manufactures reeds for use in 
weaving from the coarsest carpet to the finest 
silk, and they also make a leading specialty 
in repairing and resetting reeds. 

The firm made the reeds for the Rearsarp 
Mills, Portsmouth, N. H., the first lawn mill 
in this countrv; for the Lyman Mills, Hol- 
yoke, Mriss. ; Pacific Mills. 1/iwrence, Mass ; 
the Wamsutta Mills, and Potomska Mills, 
New Bedford ; A. & W, Sprague's Harmony 
Mills, Cohoes, N. Y., and many others which 
the limits of our article forbid our mention- 
ing. 

In 1848 they received a silver medal in

when there were five competitors, and in four 
successive years they received the First 
Premium, the last of which was a gold medal.

When it became our duty to engage in a 
publication especially designed for this wider 
distribution of^ facts m regard to Providence, 
the pleasureable thought arose that in such a 
work the name of the company that beads 
this article should figure prominently* and 
that, though it might be considered by many 
as a work of supererogation, we, too, should 
add something to a reputation that for half a 
century has been uniquely conspicuous.

fancy case makers in wood, morocco, velvet, 
etc. In fact there are shops, machinery and 
workmen for every process, from the recep- 
tion of the bullion (o the delivery of the goods, 
finished, cased and packed for transportation. 



A shop 80 X 40 feet is devoted both to repairs 
and the building of new machines; it is fdr- 
nished with the best of tools and with an aox- 
iliary engine, so that in an emergency it can 
be run independently of the rest of the works, 
in the night or on holidays.

A, represents the 
steam valve; B. the draw cock, *'from which 
a supply of HOT water is always ready when 
in use ;" C, the overflow pipe, by which the 
surplus water is carried off; D. D, the Ket- 
tles, which are made of heavy copper, ** tin- 
liueid,** with covers for the same. The interi- 
or has a perforated tube which admits the 
steam in small jets, thus insuring a more uni- 
form mixture with the water, and prevents 
excessive agitation. Should the steam be ap- 
plied so as to '* boil over,^* a raised edge will 
prevent its '* wetting about,** and on being 
checked will return again through a tube in- 
side, ** connecting with the top,'" which termi- 
nates below the water line, 0. preventing any 
escape of steam. The whole is made in the

Eiffht 
skilled operatives are employed m these works, 
the foreman and one journeyman having been 
employed continuously for over thii^-five 
years. 

Repairing and re-settins reeds is a very im- 
portant part of the business of this house, 
which is done in the most perfect manner. In 
fact, this house has been for many years dis- 
tinguished in the trade for the suponor quidi- 
ty of its output and the perfection of all pro- 
ductions. 

The operations necessary in the manufac- 
ture of reeds, while apparently simple, re- 
quire the closest attention and the utmost care.

An imperfect 
wire wiU catch and cut the threads, when in 
use, causing loss of time and material for the 
weaver, and loss of reputation for the reed- 
maker.

We will avoid all personal comments and

Many persons are unware of the fact that 
jewelry of all kinds may be cleaned and re- 
colored so as to look tiie same as when new. 
This is done here at a small cost. Watch 
cases are also made to look as we}l as when 
first purchased.

In disclosing the industrial resources of 
Providence, we are brought into contact with 
many enterprises of a manufacturing charac- 
ter which stand conspicuously apart from or- 
dinary operations, and demand, on this ac- 
count, perhaps, a more full and complete 
recognition. This thought was suggested with 
unusual force by an examination o? the estab- 
lishment of Mr. L. Stone, to a brief descrip- 
tion of which, with some account of the 
manufactured products, we invite the attention 
of our readers. 

The main building consists of a factory two 
and one half stories high, 100 by 75 feet in 
dimensions, which, with several acljoining 
structures, constitute the plant. They are 
divided into three departments, that for Plain 
Japanniug, that for Ornamental work, and 
that for Inlaid Pearl work. These are 
equipped with all the necessary appliances 
and tools, and employincnt is found in them 
for fifty operatives. The main processes con- 
sist of applying the japan to tne surfaces of 
wood and metal articles, and then baking 
them in ovens until hard, but considerable 
skill and good judgment is required in laying 
on the japan, in order that it may be even, and 
also in keeping; the ovens at the right temper- 
ature, as an improper heat would ruin the 
ffoods. This business is generally supposed to 
be one not altogether devoid of danger to the 
operator, but we are informed that with an 
understandinff of the trade and the use of or- 
dinary care, there is no more danger than in 
any other mechanical operation. 

The articles Japanned at these works are 
almost innumeraole, consisting of Saddlery 
19 



Hardware, Lamp Bottoms, Brackets, Roller 
Skates, Brush Efandles, Fancy Articles, Sta- 
tioners' Wooden Articles, &c. A specialty is 
made in japanning Jewelry Decorations. A 
number of improvements in the processes of 
foncy japanning have emanated from this 
house, and in the matter of fine work, inlaying 
pearl on hair and cloth, brush handles, or 
other wood articles, this liouse is unsurpassed 
in the country.

No detailed account of the indastrles of 
Providence would be complete without some 
reference to an enterprise that oonduces no 
little to the general thrift of the community, 
and the promotion of its prosperity. 

We refer in this connection , to the Provi- 
dence Worsted Mills, which were established 
in 1875, by Mr. Charles Fletcher, under whose 
able management they have since attained a 
magnitude in their operations and achieved a 
success highly creditable to all concerned. 

Any one paying a visit at the present time 
to these mills would find a vast emporium 
of mechanical industry, thoroughly furnished 
throughout in every department and com- 
plete In every detail, with all the trade appli- 
ances that mechanical skill or inventive inge- 
nuity can devise for facilitating, as far as possi- 
ble, perfection and dispatch in the manufac- 
ture of the various specialties for which the 
mills have earned such a high reputation 
throughout the country. 

The plant of this concern is located on Val- 
ley street near AtwelFs avenue, and covers 
several acres. The main buildings consist of 
a mill four stories high, and 55 x 160 feet; one 
one-story dry-house with a two-story addition 
covering about 40,000 square feet; a boiler- 
house, two stories high, 36x40 feet; a three- 
story stone and brick mill, 45 x 100 feet, used 
for the manufiEu;ture of yams, and a wood 
store-house, 120 x 50 feet, besides several 
smaller buildings used for sorting and drying 
wools, most of which are built of stone ana 
brick, in the most ^ substantial and enduring 
manner.

The motive power for driv- 
iug the large number of machines required in 
the manufacture of these goods, is derived 
from two steam engines having an agffreeate 
of 250 horse-power, and a water privilege 
furnishing 65 horse-power in addition. 

The operations of the mills are divided into 
seven constructive departments, in which are 
employed some three hundred and twenty op- 
eratives. These departments are as follows: 
Wool-sorting, Scouring and Drying: Carding 




The products of these mills consist of 
Worsted, Mohair and Genappe Yams : speci- 
alties in Mohair and Genappe Yarns finished 
to take the place of silk and fine worsted 



yams also finished to take the place of silk. 
These are made in white, mixed and f&noy 
colors and are furnished to the trade on bob- 
bins, dresser- spools and in skeins as may be 
desired. 

As may be understood from the extensive 
resources and facilities of the Providence 
Worsted Mills, the annual business returns 
are proportionately heavy and are commen- 
surate with the magnitude and extent of the 
house; the trade extending throughout the 
United States and Canadas. 

It must be acknowledged that the Provi- 
dence Worsted Mills are not only the largest 
but the most complete establishment of the 
kind in the country, and even now the propri- 
etor is still extending its operations ana add- 
ing to its resources. He is about erecting an- 
other mill at Manton Village to manufacture 
Woolen, Worsted and Mixed Silk Yams in 
which he expects to employ an additional one 
hundred and fifty hands. All modem im- 
provements in machinery are being oonstantr 
ly added to the working plant, keeping the 
mills at all times fully equipped with every 
invention or appliance necessary for the re- 
quirements of the trade, which has now at- 
tained such a wide reputation and assumed 
such splendid proportions.

Considering the importance of the precious 
metals, and their many uses, it w evident 
that the process of smelting and refining 
form an important American industry and in 
this direction I^ovidence i8 one of the prlnci- 
pM cities in the country. In fact, few, if any, 
American cities are equal to Providence in 
this respect; the great consumption of gold 
by the manufacturing jewelers of the city 
being an incentive not had by others. 

Notwithstanding its importance, perhaps 
no enterprise is so little known to the general

The character of the work is the smelting, 
assaying and refining of gold, silver, ores, 
concentrations, jewe^rs^ sweepings and in 
fact anything containing precious metalu in 
any form, and this is the only house which 
conducts the operations of sweeps smelthiff in 
their own factory, in the city. All other 
firms send the sweeps to Europe to be refined. 
This is a very important matter to jewelers*

The process of refining the sweepings from 
the floors of jewelers and others working 
gold and precious metals is a very interesting 
one, and in brief is as follows : The sweep- 
ings first pass through calcining furnaces, 



then crushed and ground, mixed with fluxes 
and are then ready for smelting. The whole 
mass is passed into the furnace through a 
hopper at the top, where b7 the aid of the 
fluxes and the intense heat of the furnace it 
is reduced to a liquid state, the metal finding 
its way to the bottom by its own gravity, 
while the dirt which is tlien called slag, floats 
on the top. The slag is drawn ofiTon one 
side of the furnace and the metal on the 
other. The metal is then termed bullion, 
and is passed through the refioinff furnace to 
separate the precious from the oase metals. 
Mr. Austin offers the trade the advantages 
of his long experience, together with many 
improvements in his methods of refining and

erally, that the necessity has become apparent 
for the construcUoQ and erection of suitabto 
places of deposit where at a merely nominal 
expense, individuals possessing such valu- 
ables may place them m secure receptacles* 
where fire cannot reach them, and where 
burglars cannot effect an entrance. Recog^ 
nizing the necessity for such precautionary 
measures in the city of Providence, a num- 
ber of her prominent capitalints and buainees 
men, in 1860 organized the Rhode Island 
Safe Deposit Company of Providence, and 
commenced business in 1878. 

The vault of this company is in the base- 
ment of the Atlantic Insurance Co's building. 
It is made of iron and steel secured by steel 
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b — ded bolu And rirete and it two and ime- 
balf Inches thick at the thinneet part, and 
meaaares 97 feet long, 11 feet wide and 7 feet 
high, inside. This iron safe is sarrounded bj 
a wall of hard burnt brick laid In Portland 
cement, two feet In thickness, and the top Is 
coTered with a solidly constmcted oellinff of 
railroad Iron and bnck reaching to the floor 
above. There are two Immense doors of iron 
and steel, each locked by three locks and 
twelve bolts, and when closed and locked 
they are water tight. 

Inside the vnalt are a nnmber of small 
safes or boxes of varions sizes, each one of 
which Is sdcnred by a lock with two kevs. 
They are arranged similar to Post Office 
boxes, and are leased for any length of time, 
the partv hiring one, haying the only key that 
will fit his safe, but be can appoint a deputy or 
a safe msv bo leased in name of two persons. 
No one Is allowed to enter the vanU unless 
accompanied by an officer of the company 
who has the keys to one of the locks of each 
of the boxes. In this way It would be im- 
possible for any one to obtain access to a 
renter's box,' even should his key be found or 
stolen, as It Is impossible for the renter even 
to open it until the second lock has been opened 
by the Company's officer. 

A burglar alarm telegraph connects all 
sides of the iuMement and rooms above with 
police headauarters and armed watchmen 
are on duty day and night. Apartments are 
also provided where patrons can examine 
their property alone and undisturbed. Besides 
renting these small safes the company also 
receive government securities, stocKs, bonds, 
coin, valuable papers and other property and 
issue certificates guaranteeing their safe re- 
turn. Family plate, lewelry, diamonds, etc. 
are received for safe-keepinff upon very rea- 
sonable terms. It certainly Is a groat con- 
venience to parties leaving the city for the 
summer, or for travel, or any temporary 
absence fh>m home, to be able to pack up 
their valuables, have this company send for 
them and go away with a perfectly easy 
mind as to having them returned when called 
for. 'Wills are reoelved on deposit and wUi 
be delivered as instructed.
